TENT TALK 



LITTLE BIG TOP 

A resident of Little Rock, Arkansas, spent five years 
of his spare time making a miniature circus six feet long 
and three feet wide. He even made thousand's of tiny 
folding seats for the main tent. The completed model 
contained 17 wagons, 13 parade floats, 30 performers, 
21 pieces of aerial equipment, five tents, twenty flags, 
twenty-five animalsand six huge banners for the midway. 



A GOOD TURN 

One of the greatest tightrope walkers of all time was 
Charles Blondin (1824-1897). His outstanding trick, 
perfected during an engagement at the Crystal Palace in 
London in 1861, was to turn somersaults on stilts on a 
rope 170 feet above the ground. 



POLITICAL FUNNYMAN 

> The most famous circus clown in American history was 
Dan Rice (1822-1900). Besides being a friend of the 
eminent men of his time, Rice made and lost several 
fortunes, ran for Congress and was even considered as 
a Presidential candidate. During the Civil' War, he was 
paid $1,000 a week, or twice as much as Abraham 
Lincoln. 



LOOK BEFORE YOU LEAP 

A triple ^somersault from a springboard is one of the 
most dangerous circus tricks and one rarely performed 
successfully. It is believed that after the third revolu- 
tion a person loses sense of direction and location and 
consequently is unable to land correctly. An American 
performer in the middle of the 19th century frequently 
did a double somersault over 18 horses, but after one 
attempt at the triple refused to try it again.
